WHEAT'S PHILOSOPHY OF SLAVERY. — This 

Interesting volume upon the vexed subject of 
slavery has been laid upon our table. The 
author's views, If not new altogether in their 
conclusions, are entirely original in the man- 
ner of treating the subject. No one can 
charge upon him that he has not sought to 
trace to their source the institution of 
slavery, if they deny that he has found it. He 
argues froai the premises that as each created 
thing ic the vegetable and animal kingdom 
was so made as only to reproduce permanently 
Its own kind, using the illustration of the 
various common grains — wheat, barley, rye, 
From this he deduces that as it would 
be absurd to expect wheat to produce rye, or 
rye barley, that there never was a unity of 
grain. I a like manner he urges that 
the human family governed by the same 
laws could not be derived from one race. 
Having thus established, as he believes, the 
generic distinction between the white and 
hl.-u-k races, he proceeds, upon scriptural au- 
thority, that there was but one human family, 
pr»perly so called, created In the begiuuing, 
from which the white race has descended. If 
the blacks did not come from this they must 
be derived Irom some inferior race, as they 
ceu'.d not be produced from the whites. He 
therefore derives the colored races from the 
"living creatures' 1 of verse 04 of the first chap 
ter of Genesis, and consequently derives 
slavery as a divine institution from verses ■ 
and :iS of the same chapter, giving "man" do- 
minion over the earth. Other branches of the 
subject arc treated In the book, auJ the nov- 
elty of the author's views and the research he 
has given make it of interest, especially to the 
ve philosopher. 



EafSumncr has been making a speech on 
our foreign relations. He points out the un- 
friendly words and acts of Eugland and 
France, and u amazed and disgusted that 
these powers should take the side of slavery. 
He assumes this to be' a war for and agait st 
slavery, aud thus he undertakes to point out 
the enormity and eelf stultification of these 
two powers. 

Now, perhaps England and France don't 
know this is a war aguiust slavery on the part of 
our Government. The President and Con- 
gress siid it was not iu the most solemn man- 
ner, and may not England and France believe 
them, and, therefore, not see how slavery 
had anythiug to do with the contest: 1 Scun- 
ner should get our Government to proclaim at 
once that the abolition of slavery was the ob- 
ject of the war, and then he might call Eng- 
land and France to account for taking the side 
of slavery. Whilst the Government denied 
that the abolition of slavery was the object of 
the war, and whilst it does not avow it to be 
the object still, it is u*e! es3 for Sumner to rail 
at Eugland and France on that point. 

This speech was made at the Cooper Insti- 
tute, and is of immense length. It is hardly 
necessary to say that in Sumner's politic ll 
philosophy, the purpose of the war is the de- 
struction of slavery; and anything short of 
that would be the failure of the Government 
aud the success of the lebellion.

Wholesale Kidnapping of

Recent English papers furnish some inter- 
esting particulars of the kidnapping of South 
Sea Islanders by Peruvian slavodeaTeis, which 
has excited so much horror and indignation in 
the Australian colonies. At a recent meeting 
in Sydney, a clergyman who was for many 
years a missionary in Western Polynesia, said 
that early this year &3 many as from one thou- 
sand five hundred to two thousand hapless 
beings, collected from the different islands, 
bad been conveyed to South America, and at 
this date the traffic is being carried on with 
unabated vigor. 

It is known that twenty-five vessels have 
beer, fitted out in Collao, under pretext that 
they were going to the South Sea Islands to 
hire laborers, but in every case they have 
been used to carry off the natives who tell 
into their clutches. The dealers have a de- 
pot on an island called Easter Island. This 
island is about 3U miles in circuit. It lies 
in longitude 109 W., and latitude 27 S. It is 
said that they have completely swept the 
island of its inhabitants. Seven vessels as- 
sembled off the island, seut on shore most ot 
their crews, no doubt thoroughly armed, sur- 
rounded the natives and carried them off. 
Having carried off the people they took hogs, 
poultry and whatever else they desired, and 
burned the houses, reserving, no doubt, as 
many as they wanted for their own purposes. 

To this island the slavers carry the wretch- 
ed beings whom they manage to seize, and a 
schooner plica betweeu the island and the 
coast, earryiug cargo after cargo to slavery 
aud death. These vessels are said to be in 
whole or In ran owned by a mercantile house 
in Callao, and this house is further said to be 
connected with a firm in Liverpool. 

On board one vessel that called oil Samoa 
there were three hundred natives of different 
inlands, and the captain wished to obtain four 
hundred more to complete his cargo. It is 
said that the dealers express a determination 
to increase the number of their victims to ten 
thousand. The following incident of the kid

A boat 
was lowered, and many were recaptured. 
Seven only escaped. Among those carried off 
were thirteen church members, any many can- 
didates. Eighteen wives are left without hus- 
bands, and sixty-three children are deprived 
of their fathers.

New Bask op Koskchahs' Supplies.— A 
letter from Stevenson, Alabama, says that ar- 
rangements have been made to complete the 
Northwest Railroad leading in a southwest 
direction from Nashville to the Tennessee 
river. This road was projected before the 
war, and all the grading had been done, ex- 
cept a distance of four miles, at the time of 
its tbandonment. The entire length of the 
road i« seventy- rlvs miles. The Iron Is ready 
for It, and a large force has been placed at 
work to complete it. Within the next 
two months it will be finished, and 
R-jsccrans' army need no longer rely 
on the crowded Louisville and Nash- 
ville road for its necessities. Boats can as- 
cend the Tennessee river at all seasons to the 
point where the road terminates, and supplies 
can be run into Nashville at a much more ex- 
peditious rate than through the old channels. 
The Memphis and Charleston road could be 
restored without serious labor. The only Im- 
portant bridge missing is that at Decatur, over 
the Tennessee. It will bo seen, therefore, 
that the advance of this army will not depend 
upon one slender iron parallel, when these im- 
provements are completed, as was the case 
last year. 

Red Tape Immeasurable — It is a well- 
known fact that during the last year the Cin- 
cinnati Branch of the United 8tates 8anitary 
Commission has sent thousands of bottles of 
cordials, wines, &c., to the army to be used 
for hospital purposes. The bottles which 
contained them have in a great number of 
cases been returned te the Medical Purveyor 
at this point. The great trouble now with 
the Commission is to obtain bottles for the 
purpose of again filling them for army use. 
The Purveyor here has thousands and would 
gladly be rid of tbem, but we learn that the 
Surgeon General at Washington informs the 
Commission that he cannot authorize their 
delivery for such a purpose, as there is noth- 
ing iu the Regulations to justify the delivery 
ot Government property except in the regular 
way. 

To those who know the immense usefulness 
of our Sanitary Commissioo, the above will 
ippeir an outrage of no small character. The 
property detained by the Medical Department 
is that voluntarily contributed by our citizens, 
and they only wish it returned that they may 
again use it for the benefit of our sol tiers. 
•Red Tape" bai been the curse of the war, 
and it seems It still reigns supreme in the vi 
einity of the Federal Capital.— [Cin. Times.

New York, Sept. 13. 
A Morris Island letter, of the 0th, to the 
Herald, gives an account of the recent bait 
expedition against Sumter. The flotilla con- 
sisted of between fifteen and twenty boats, 
manned by over 100 hundred sailors, in com- 
mand of Lieut. Command'T Williams, of the 
Wissahickon, and 100 marines, under Captain 
MeAulv. The entire force was commanded 
by Commander Stevens, of the Monitor Pa- 
tapsco. The boots were towed to within a 
short distance of the fort, whence they ad- 
vanced. 

Three boats f und'-r Commander William", 
Lieut. Reamy and Ensign Porter, landed, and 
the parties attempteel to run up the ruins to 
the parapets, when they were tired upem by 
musketry and hand grenades thrown down 
upon them. The slope was so sharp that tbey 
were unable to reach the parapets. A signal 
was given from the fort, and in au instant all 
the rebel batteries opened on the fort and 
shelled it terribly. Three baits were smashed 
and all who landed were killed or captured. 

Lieutenant Bradford, of the Mariner, was 
mortally wounded and captured. Commander 
William*, Lieutenants Reamy, Preston, Brow- 
er.and Bunce, Dr. Wheeler, and Kwtes Porter 
were also captured. Forty or fifty sailors a?rd 
marines were killed and wounded. The entire 
list ot casualties will number eighty. The 
remainder of the command retired in good 
order.

The Herald's letter states that it has been 
discovered that the old iron-elad battery at 
Cummings Point forms the cover of the BBBg- 
aziue ot lort Gregg.

Robbery of I TOO —A man by the name of 
Thomas P. Conn, who re6i!(s is Black Hawk 
county, Iowa, was robbed of $700 in tbis citj 
under the following circumstance? : He b'.d 
bsen a suttler in the army, and ltfi Nas v .ville 
for this city on last Friday morning. On the 
train he made the acquaintance of Orlando K. 
Murry and a man who sailed U'jder the title 
of Lieutenant Lee. The th r ee, on arriving 
here, proceeded to the Na'.ional Hotel, where 
they were all given one room. Upou arriving 
it the hotel, Murry and Conn each deposited 
with the cltrk ot the hotel a p--ckag<-, that cf 
tbe latter containing $700. That night Le« 
and Conn went cut on a spree, visiting a num- 
ber of houses of ill-fame, and when they re- 
urned to the hotel Conn was intoxicated. 
Early the following morning, beiore 5 o'clock, 
Lee left, drawing from the safe a package on a 
check which he had. About noon Conn aud 
Murry left in a 'bus for the Jefferson ville trair . 
Beiore starting, Conn went to the office of th» 
hotel, in company with Murry, to get bis 
package, and not being able to find his check, 
gave a receipt, written by Murray, for the 
package. Upon this receipt the package was 
delivered, and as Conn was still under the ls> 
ttuence of liquor, Murry took possession o 
ihe package, supposing it to ba all right 
When on the Jefferson ville ferry, Muny 
uanded the package to Conn, who relustd te 
akc it, sa» ing ft at it was uol his. The pack- 
age was then examined by a Captain Dicksoi 
and found to contain but one two dollar trea* 
ury note, wrapped around a lot of paper 
Conn suspicioned Murry of having taken his 
money, and on Sunday Murry was arrested 
.nd lodged in jail. Yesterday morning he ha* 
i hearing before Judge Johnston, aud was dis- 
charged. 

From the facta elicited In the examination, 
It seems that tbis man who pretended to b« 
Lieutenant Lee had seen Muny deposit Ml 
money, and he then fixed up this bogus park- 
age and deposited it, receiving a check. Afie. 
getting Conn diUEk.it ia 6npposed that he 
took Conn's check from his pocket end pu 
bis own ch-ck in Conn's pocket. In tb< 
rnnrning, when he kft, by rref enting Conn'* 
check, he drew bis money, leaving his bogus 
package that he had deposited to be drawn 
ou the check that Conn then Lad. Lee bap 
made his escape, and has not since been heard 
from. Mr. Murry, who wns arrested, proved 
an cxcellant character, while Lse was shown 
to be a man of disreputable character. There 
was no doubt in the mind of any one but that 
Lee obtained the money in tho manner we- 
hive de3cribed, and that Murry was entirely 
Innocent.

Gentlemen: I have received your letter call- 
ing attention to a subject of a very grave and 
p-essing importance, namely: the fitting or 
equipping of two powerful iron plated ateam 
rams, which, I am informed are «- 
c immit hostilities against the 
and people of the United Jtate*. 

My attention has long been directed to 
these subjectf. Both treasury and home de- 
partments have, at my request, made most 
anxious inquiries upon the subject of these 
steam rams. You are aware that by the for- 
eign enlistment act a ship is liable to be de- 
tsfaed, and the owners are subject to a pen- 
alty. When the ship is armed or equipped 
tor pur oses of war, and the owners intend to 
use h»r against some State or commuaity 
In friendship with Her Majesty, it 
is nects=a'y to prave both the equipment 
and intentioc; it ie necessary for conviction in 
a public court of Justice; to have the evidence 
of a creditable witness I was in hopes, when 
I be"an to read your memorial, that yon 
would propo'e to furnish me with evidence to 
nrove that the steam rams in question were 
intended to carry on ho.tf.ltiM against the 
Government and people of the United States, 
but yon have made no proposal of the sort, 
and only tell me that you are informed that 
so and so, and it is believed that so and so. 

You must be aware, however, that, accord- 
ing to British law, prosecutions cannot be set 
on foot upon the ground of a Tiolation of the 
fon ign enlistment act without the affidavit of 
creditable witnesses, as in other cases of m.s- 
demeanor and crime.

The 
weather was very pleasant, though rathur warm.
